friendly power not oooupied nor held by the enemy during World 
^■ ar jr ig believed "that it would be unwise to declassify 
them at this time. Moreover, it is assumed that those chapters 
of all JANIS publications which are classified higher than 
CONFIDENTIAL are not affected by this recommendation! that they 
will retain their present classification and that these speoi- 
fio chapters will be exceptions to the re-isBue of JANIS to 
non-military, government sponsored or approved organisations.
